-His campaign has been 
planned with all the skill which the best 
military talent in Spain could furnish. ; 


Wey ler-'s plan was to throw a cordon of 


troops around Maceo's stronghold, and 
when he had him surrounded'to begin 
closing in his troops until Maceo was 
caught In a trap, and was cut to pieces 
without any possibility of escape. But 
the Spanish have drawn several, such 
"cordons" before, yet they have never 
been successful In keeping their foes in- 
side them. Weyler's plan seemed very 
easy, but Maceo Is a hard man to confine 
within a "cordon." He has a habit of 
breaking through in some way and ap- 
pearing on the. outside. ..Then he Is as 
likely as not to fall on one side, or section, 
of the "cordon" and cut it to pieces. 


It Is,hinted by some who profess to 


know something about It that Maceo has 
not been Idle for the past few months, 
but has been busily at work preparing to 
give Weyler a warm reception when ho 
should come. The latest reports from 
Maceo were full of quiet.confidence and 
assurance. He said that if he wanted to, 
he could give an army of even" 200,000 men 
plenty to do to catch him." .

In fact, there Is every reason to suppose 


that Macuo's position Is'one of Immense 
btrength. He probably, has every .ap- 
proach through the mountains sown with 
dynamite bombs, ready to carry destruc- 
tion to the Invaders.

"Weyler started with a full conscious- 


aess of the gravity of the issues which 
depended on the outcome of his expedl 
'.IOJL Spain was clamoring for some 
definite results in the campaign agalns 
Cuba. Royalists in. Cuba were Shipa- 
tent for some definite results, Ev«n tha 
outside world looked to Spain to prove 
that she was making Borne progress in 
her war for the subjugation of the iBiond. 
It Is argued, therefore, that If "Weyler 
had met even the smallest prospect o; 
success all Habana, all Spain, and, In 
fact, all the world, would be ringing-with 
the news. 


As a result, there. Is a, great feeling- ol 


uneasiness ar.d anxiety In Habana. A; 
waj pointed out in a previous dispatch, 
it is very probable thai in case ilaceo 
defeated Weyler, he would make an at- 
tack on Habana, and even though he 
could do no more t^qn make a dash 
through its streets, tha moral effect In 
his favor would be something tremen- 
dous. Ha could not hold Habana, unless 
he had plenty of artillery to flght the 
forts, but he could easily make a raid 
sn the city by night and spread, con- 
•temation for a fsw hours. 


In fact the indications now axe that 


Weyler has failed in his movement 
against Maceo. La Lucha. has advised 
"Calmness and patience, as 
General 


Weyler must be given time by his critics 
here and In Spain." This is token as an 
iniucatlon that the authorities are pre- 
paring to "break the news gently'1 and 
pave the way for the return of "Weyler, 
baflled and disappointed. 


If Weyltr is defeated tlie consequences 


may be serious for Spain. If Ilaceo is 
deftated it will be a bad thing for Cuba. 
The chances seemed to be all in favor cf 
Weyler, but Maceo has. time and again 
proved himself such a mas ter of military 
strategy that his followers do not doubt 
for a moment that he will come safely 
out of the present difficulty. 


ID men the odds are overwhelmingly 


against Maceo. Weyler's army outnum- 
bers his probably six to one. Weyler haa 
had plenty of time for preparation, and 
he has not only all the men he can 
handle, but he has been supplied by- 
Spain with everything trtat he could pos- 
sibly need. 
His campaign, has been 


planned with all tBe skill which the besi 
military talent In Spain could furnish. 


Weyler's plan was to throw a cordon of 


troops around Maceo's stronghold, and 
when he had him surrounded to begin 
closing in his troops until Maceo -wan 
caught in a trap, and .was cut to pleceu 
without any possibility of escape. But 
the Spanish have drawn several such 
"cordon^" before, yet they have never 
been successful in keeping their foes In- 
side them. Weyler's plan seemed very 
easy, but Maceo is" a hard man to confine 
within a "cordon." He has a habit of 
bre:Lklng through In some way and ap- 
pearing on the outside. Then he Is as 
likely as not to fall on one side, or section, 
of the "cordon" and cut It to pieces. 


It Is hinted by some who profess to 


know something about it that Maceo has 
not been Idle for the past few months, 
but has been busily at work preparing to 
give Weyler a warm reception when he 
should come. The latest reports from 
Maceo were tull of quiet confidence and 
assurance. He said that if he wanted to, 
he could give on army o' even 200,000 men 
plenty to do to catch him. 


ITJ fact, there is every reason to suppose 


that Maceo's position is one of Immense 
strength. He probably has every ap- 
proach through the mountains sown with 
dynamite bombs, ready to carry destruc- 
tion to the invaders. The latest reports, 
moreover, credit Mm with the possession 
of two pneumaticdynamlte guns. These 
are said to have been secretly conveyed 
to Cuba, and Maceo has kept their ex- 
istence a secret, to make the surprise for 
the Spaniards all the more complete. If 
he has such guns In effective working 
order he could make frightful havoc In 
an advancing column, 


One o£ the latest rumore is that, while 


Weyler was moving along the northern 
part of Pinar del Bio, Maceo got to the 
south of him, not far from the trocha, or 
military line, which would Indicate the 
possibility or the insurgents turning the 
Spanish flank and making it difficult for 
the captain general to return to Habana, 
Thiu, however. Is conjecture,
